NEW YORK (AP) - Increas- 


ingly, syndicated television is 
changing its image from that of 
a "bicycle service" offering 
fourth reruns of network cast- 
offs. 


Many advertisers, including 


some of the biggest, now are 
producing first-run programs 
for syndication directly to sta* 
tions across the country. 


They see it as a means of 


reaching the audience they de* 
sire at rates lower than those of- 
fered by the networks. 


A common practice among 


advertisers Is to produce the 
show and offer it free to the sta-. 
tions in return for three com- 
mercial minutes. The stations 
can make a profit by selling an* 
other three minutes to local 
sponsors. 


"A great advantage," said 


one producer, "is that off the 
networks you only have two rat* 
ings a year rather 
than the 


weekly ratings. You're not liv- 
ing and dying by the old ratings 
game." Rating services sample 
local stations' audiences twice

ROTA, Spain (AP) - Twelve 


miles outside the biggest U.S. 
Navy base in Europe sits a Rus- 
sian spy ship watching U.S. Po- 
laris missile submarines come 
and go. 


The ship this month is the 


Verikal, disguised as a fishing 
trawler. Next month it may be a 
different vessel. 


Its job Is part of the grim spy 


game carried out dally by both 
sides at the joint U.S.-Spanish 
Navy base at Rota on Spain's 
south coast. 


Rota tries to stay out of the 


news, but is in It now because it 
is one of the the 10 U.S. bases 
up for negotiation between the 
Spanisli and American govern- 
ments. 
If agreement 
is not 


reached by Sept. 2G, the U.S. 
military will nave to abandon 
the base. 


Like all U.S. bases in Spain, 


Rota is used by troops of both 
countries, But the Americans 
dominate. Of tho base's 6,100 
acres, the Spanisli navy uses 
200. 


The base command is shared 


by Spanish Rear Adm. Francis- 
co J. de Eiizalde and U.S. Capt 
William R. McQuilkin of New 
Orleans. McQuilkin also com- 
mands all U.S. Navy activity in 
Spain. 


"We are not a nuclear subma- 


rine base," he says, explaining 
that only five per cent of Rota's 
activities are devoted to servic- 
ing nuclear submarines. The 
main function of the base is to 
provide logistical 
support for 


the U.S, Gth Fleet. 


Besides a nine-ship submarine 


squadron, Rota has nine "teiir 
ant" units, including two air 
squadrons involved in recon. 
uaissance 
and 
intelligence, 


Their spy planes include EA3B 
twin jets and EC 121 converted 
Constellations, Fast reconnais. 
sance and photo jets from 6th 
Fleet carriers also use Rota as 
a home base, 


"Sure we are in the intelli' 


gence business, Everybody is 
nowadays," one high U.S, Navy 
officer said.

Cadiz Bay provides some hu-

"The Soviets hung themselves 


by their own petard, so to 
speak," another U.S. officer ob. 
served. "If they had rigged up 
its something besides a fishing 
vessel they could have avoided 
Spain's 12-mile limit for fishtog 
sUps and come in six miles 
closer."

YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


Haphazard X Raying 


Should Be Avoided

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


Please go into some detail 
about X rays. Our d e n t i s t 
X rays our teeth every six 
m o n t h s . This includes my 
two children, 5 and 8 years. 
Are X rays harmful for chil- 
dren? And are X rays neces- 
sary every 
six months?—

ANSWER: Much has been 


written, here and elsewhere, 
about possible 
harm 
from 


dental X rays. But because 
of continuing interest, let's 
review current beliefs. 


Two 
"prestigious 
scien- 


tists" at the AECs Lawrence 
R a d i a t i o n Laboratory at 
Liyermore, Calif., have only 
this week publicly stated that 
" . . . and level of radiation 
poses health p r o b l e m s . " 
T h e r e f o r e , 
"no X ray 


dose is acceptable since the 
smallest dose can produce 
mutations ( i r r e v e r s i b l e 
changes) in body cells." 


Beginning with that con- 


troversial, but widely held 
belief, here are some sug- 
gested guidelines for use of 
dental X rays. 


1. Patients should not be 


routinely X rayed. And, full- 
mouth m u l t i p l e X rays 
should be limited to special 
situations. 


2. Children a n d pregnant 


women should not be exposed 
to dental X rays u n 1 e s s 
shown to be vital to their' 
health. And then p a t i e n t s ' 
should be protected with a 
l e a d e d apron. This is re-, 
quired by law in California 
and Wisconsin. 


But it also must be recog- 


nized that dental X rays are 
important diagnostic tools in 
preventing dental d i s e a s e 
and in maintaining d e n t a l 
health. Therefore, use of X • 
rays cannot for the. present 
be entirely eliminated. 


Many molecular biophysi- 


cists are unequivocal con- 
cerning danger from expos- 
ure to even the s m a l l e s t 


amount of dental X rays and 
often r e f u s e them, some- 
times unwisely, for them- 
selves and their 
families. 


Yet they are often little con- 
cerned with radiation which 
they themselves produce and 
to which many an innocent 
person is exposed. 


For instance, it was re- 


cently revealed that a nu- 
clear experimental lab lo- 
cated on the edge of a large 
university 
had "sprung a 


leak." The leak was of a 
magnitude large enough to 
disrupt u n r e l a t e d experi- 
ments in other labs at least 
as tor away as a few hun- 
dred yards. 


Thus, the "leak" exposed 


people 
living and working 


within this radius to radia- 
tion over and a b o v e the 
amounts they are usually ex- 
posed to from bomb-testing, 
atmosphere, diagnostic med- 
ical and dental X rays, TV 
sets. etc. 


Officially, the "leak was 


only 5 per cent of the mini- 
mal dose h a r m f u l to hu- 
m a n s," w h a t e v e r t h a t 
means 


Was it, in fact, harmful to 


people living iin the area? 
No, say the scientists, but 
they hurriedly added a few 
hundred tons of concrete to 
the already-thick walls of 
the leaky laboratory. 


These "leaks" also inter- 


fere with TV reception in the 
area ami that's less scary 
but more of a nuisance.

CHICAGO — ( N K A i — Gale Sayers swirled through the 


hotel's revolving door which. 10 minutes later, began to 
catch its breath. 


The winged Sayers flew down Michigan Boulevard, wear- 


ing no overcoat this wintry Saturday, sport jacket flapping. 
A sportswrilor was to the rear and was being sucked along 
by the wind current while his scarf pulled hard from 
behind. 


Sayers. the superb Chicago Bear running back, had just 


made a speech at a morning church banquet. (Topic: Re- 
ligion and Football: "I would no more think of going into 
church on Sunday morning unprepared, than of suiting up 


for a game without a week 
of practice. Neither is just 
a Sunday thing."! He was 
kept later than expected. 
He had only a few minutes 
to make another appoint- 
ment. to drive from down- 
town Chicago to the South 
Side several miles away 
For the first few blocks. 
the writer feared 
Sayers 


intended to sprint the dis- 
tance. 


Now, 
both were in Say- 


ers' red Continental Mark 
III. Sayers was cutting on 
a 
dime, 
m a k i n g end 


sweeps, breaking into the 
open and leaving the rest 
of the traffic behind like 
forlorn defensive backs. 


Sayers has much to do 


in a day. And not much 
time to do it in. 


He tenaciously keeps f i t . 


He is a top stockbroker. He 
is one of the five Chicago 
Park District commission- 
ers. He is active in many 
pursuits in the black com- 
munity. He is a family man 
He was named one of the 10 
outstanding young men by 
the National Chamber of 
Commerce. He is irrepres- 
sible. implausible, in rapid 
transit. 


On the car radio he tuned 


into Jesse Jackson, head of 


Operation Breadbasket, which is a neighborhood project 
to enlighten and aid struggling blacks. "Jesse tells it like 
it is " said Sayers. "They're at the Capitol Theater. I m 
usually there, too, on Saturday mornings. Two. three, four 
thousand people show up. They discuss the topics of the 
day and how to get things improved. 


"I lend my name, maybe that's all a big-name character 


can do Lend your support, show that you're interested 
But a couple years ago I did picket, walked right outside 
carrying a sign. It was in front of a supermarket They had 
promised jobs to blacks, then hacked down. The place was 
tilthv too And they overcharged. The same hamburger 
meat you'd buy in a white neighborhood tor 82 cents, say. 
would'cost $1.02 here. We got all that changed."

stood that all subsequent Novern* 
ber deer seasons will open the 
Monday prior to the Thanksglv* 
ing holiday period. The move 
is the first change in the deer 
hunting dates since the 1920's. 
To clarify matters, the Com* 
mission said the date chang* 
ing will not affect the 1970 hunt 
since many deer hunters have 
already made vacation 
plans 


for the opening hunt on Nov. 9 
the December hunt for 1971 will 
not be affected by the change, 


Chief of Game Bob Leonard 


presented the Commission with 
a request from the Arkansas 
Education Assoication to move 
the deer hunt to the Thanksglv- 
ing 
period 
so that 
stud- 


ents and teachers could hunt 
deer three days instead of just 
on Saturday, thus cutting down 
on school absenteeism. Leonard 
also outlined 
several 
other 


reasons that would be beneficial 
in making the date change, and 
said from a biological viewpoint 
the change was in the best in- 
terest of the hunters and hunting. 


The Commission entered Into 


an 
agreement 
with Arkan- 


sas Tech College at Russellville 
to conduct an in-service train- 
ing school for staff employees, 
as well as persons keenly In- 
terested In future employment 
with the Commission. The poten- 
tial personnel, designated as ca- 
dets in training, would be grad- 
ed 
according 
to 
scholastic 


achievement duringthe five-week 
course, and these cadets would 
be given priority consideration In 
and Fish staff. Under the approv- 
ed plan, the Commission willpay 
the tuition and book costs, as 
well as providing a small amount 
of reimbursement for the time 
the cadet spends at the school. 


After hearing from a delega- 


tion from the Heber Springs area, 
the Commission agreed to pur- 
chase tracts of land so that a 
nursery pond could be built on 
Greers Ferry Lake. The Com- 
mission had previously declin- 
ed to secure the land because of 
the cost, but after the Greers 
Ferry Lake Association obtained 
the necessary options and worked 
out all the problems concerned 
with the transactions, the Com- 
mission allocated $07,400 for the 
lands.

A License For The Press 
I 


t was only a suggestion that 
Dr, W. Walter Menninger 
made last week, that news- 


men be licensed by the govern* 
ment, and it is likely to remain 
only a suggestion, Still, it does 
raise doubts over the compe- 
tency of the press, aside from 
the doubtful constitutionality of 
such a move, 


Dr. Menninger, a member of 


the National Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of Vio- 
lence as well as a noted psy- 
chiatrist, was probably brought 
to his suggestion by the quality 
of news itself, which he believes 
is unable to put events In their 
proper perspective, 
that the 


public Is often misled by news. 
For instance, news of a race 
riot might tend to make many 
whites believe that the Negro 
community across the nation is 
either in a state of revolt or an 
Inactive accomplice to a revolt; 
or, when the public sees the po- 
lice taking action, then law en- 
forcement becomes one and the 
same with brutality. 


This seems to be his most 


well-taken point, but it does also 
seem to indirectly insult the in- 
telligence of the public which, 
on the whole, has much more 
judgment than to believe that 
one image mirrors an entire 
picture. In fact, this point isn't 
too far removed from the notion 
that a violent scene on a TV 
western prompts violence in the 
streets. 


As far as weeding out "indi- 


viduals who are totally inept" by 
licensing, a license has never 
been a guarantee of perfection. 
Moreover, in a vast majority of 
cases, competency is its owti re- 
ward in the news profession. An 
incompetent newsman would on- 
ly be given responsibility by a 
firm which would have to love . 
libel suits and the loss of a pub- 
lic faith. And licensed profes- 
sionals in other fields, as indi- 
viduals, can often remain unde- 
tected amateurs and incompe- 
tents, while in the news bus- 
iness a bad apple can disgrace 
an 
entire 
firm— 
which has 


prompted a number of cautious 
procedures by personnel offices 
and editors. 


The press is certainly no spot- 


less business, and it does tend 
to cry aloud when struck by a 
critic. It has its flaws and its 
Imperfections. But licensing is 
one of the more ridiculous sug- 
gestions of our rather insane 
times. Who's goii.g to keep an 
eye on city hall or the federal 
government, for instance, when 
truth is compromised by having 
such bodies in control of the li- 
censes?—Savannah (Ga.) Morn-

South Has

WASHINGTON (AP) - Since 


the birth of the republic, the 
South has been a prime produc- 
er of Supreme Court justices. 


In announcing he will look 


outside the South for his next 
nominee in the aftermath of the 
Senate's rejection erf South Car- 
olina's Clement F. Haynsworth 
Jr. and Georgia-born G. Harrold 
Carswell, President Nixon noted 
Thursday that only one of the 
current eight justices is from 
Dixie. 


He is Justice Hugo L. Black of 


Alabama, the third person from 
that state to serve on the court. 


In all, 40 Supreme Court jus- 


tices have come from Southern 
and border states, with Ken- 
tucky atop the list with nine 
judges—seven of whom came 
after the Civil War. 


Twenty-seven 
states 
have 


been represented on the court In 
the listings for the nation's 98 
justices.

New York is tied with Ken- 


tucky for individual state high 
—at nine each—with five of

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ABA Suggests

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 


The American Bar Association's 
top judge assessor called today 
for changes in the way Supreme 
Court nominees are evaluated. 


Lawrence E, Walsh, a New 


York lawyer who heads the 
ABA's standing committee on 
the federal judiciary, suggested 
the group could begin by telling 
the Senate and the public how 
the nominee stacks up against 
other judges from the same re- 
gion. 


Walsh, in a prepared Law 


Day speech at Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, 
said the committee 


would retain, at the same time, 
its present system of advising 
whether nominees meet mini- 
mal professional standards. 


He said Thursday night the 


committee is considering chang- 
ing evaluation procedures and 
"we hope to have them revised 
before the next nominee to the 
court is selected. 


The former federal judge said 


use of a dual system might en- 
courage presidents "to attempt 
to satisfy the higher standard" 
as well as "affect the vote of 
some senators," 


A nominee, he said, would be 


evaluated "against both mini- 
mum standards of professional 
competence and those which 
would limit nominees to the best 
available in the same judicial 
circuit." 


However, Walsh ruled out any 


assessment by the ABA of a 
nominee's political and jdeologi* 
cal attributes, saying the bar

competence to make such judg« 
ments.
